Weird Presidential Election 


Finally Reaches A Climax ©

One of the longest and most 
controversial elections in Santa 
Ana College’s. history will be cul- 
minated today when SAC stu- 
dents go to the polls to select 
either Bert Cottle or Tom Gar- 
rett for the ASSAC presidency. 

In last minute statements, both 
candidates urged all students to 
vote. Both emphasized the im- 
portance of the office they are 
seeking and of the ability of the 
person who is to hold the office. 

Cottle, in his second semester 
at SAC, is a Senator and Com- 
missioner of Finance in the Sen- 
ate. He was Commissioner of 
Athletics on last semester’s Ex- 
ecutive Cabinet and is a member 
of the Greeks. 

Garrett, also a Senator, is in 
his second year at the college. He 
is president pro tempore of the 
legislative body and was a Sena- 
tor last semester also, as well as 
being vice-president of the Soph- 
omore Class. Garrett belongs to 
the Greeks and is a Knight. 

When asked if he would like 
to make a statement before the 
election, Cottle said, ‘At this 
time I would like to thank all 
those who are supporting me, 
and to. urge all students to vote 
today, for the choice is theirs.” 

COTTLE’S PLATFORM 

In outlining his platform, Cot- 
tle listed four basic goals; (1) 
establishment of bi-weekly noon 
dances, (2) continuation of work 
on the intercollegiate volleyball 


program, (3) establishment of a 
bulletin board for student gov- 
ernment news, and (4) contin- 
uation and elaboration of Presi- 
dent Dave Whitney’s suggestion 
box program. 

Garrett said before election 
time, “The job of ASSAC Presi- 
dent is to represent the Associ- 
ated Students at all times. The 
President holds the main respon- 
sibility of all functions of Stu- 
dent government which include 
intramurals, assemblies and all 
campus social activities at Santa 
Ana.” 

GARRETT’S PLATFORM 

In outlining his platform of 
office, Garrett, a yell leader this 
semester, explained, “the main 
part of my platform is better 
communication between student 
government and _ the . students 
it represents. 

“If elected I plan to attend, 
with Mike Krisman, the vice-pres- 
dent, every orientation class at 
least once to explain all the 
events open to students on our 
campus, such as intramurals, in- 
tercollegiate sports, student gov- 
ernment, publications, and our 
Artist-Drama series,” Garrett 
concluded. 

WHITNEY’S ORDER 

Garrett was declared the win- 
ner of the original election held 
early last month by ASSAC Pres- 
ident Whitney. Whitney had 
made the declaration because 
neither candidate had gained a 
majority in the first election, and

Kuhn occupied a Green- 
wich Village apartment which 
was “‘everything you ever read 
about Greenwich Village.” 

A major interest of Kuhn’s is 
his two apartment houses in Or- 
ange and Santa Ana. 


“My roommate was a real es- 
tate salesman and he told me 
about the property for sale. It 
sounded like a pretty good deal 
to me, so I bought it.” 

Next year Kuhn will attend 
Hawaii University, then transfer 
to San Francisco State College 
and earn a law degree.
